SUBJECTED 10 
AMENDMENTS 


Proviso, Requiring Ratification of Ag- 
greement With Manufecterers by 
Popular Vote, Struck out---Mr. 
Riley Gains 9 Point. 


The Calgary bill came up again in the 
House yesterday, and before the com- 
inittee rose important changes 
iwade. Mr. Riley succeeded in obtain- 
ing exemption for the suburbs for two 
years. The proviso in the bill, to ratify 
the agreement with the manufacturers 
by popular vote, was «truck out. 

Bill Reterred Back. 

The bill was referred back to the com- 
mittee of the whole. Mr. Cushing ex- 
plained the reason for this action. It 
was desired to change the wording of 
the clause whereby the agreement as to 
exemption for the manufacturers who 
would be brought into the city was to 
be ratified by the people. As the clause 
stood in the bill it required a majority 


of the registered voters in the city to 


ratify the agreement. Under these con- 

ditions it would be impossible to carry 

this agreement. He moved that the 

clause read a majority of the vote cast. 

A ¢reat many voters were non-residents. 
Poured Into Breach. 

The motion only served to open up the 
whole question again and Mr. Simpson 
(Innisfail) came forward with an amend- 
ment to have the whole clause requiring 
ratification. struck out. He was second- 
ed by Mr. Simmons (Lethbridge). Both 
theso gentlemen contended that it was 
unfair to the manufacturers to force 
them into the city upon certain agreed 
terms, and then leave the ratification of 
such an agreement to the caprice of the 
people. Jt was an unfair way to treat 
vested interests, This view was atrong- 
ly backed up by Mr. Moore (Red Deer). 


Ratepayer Should Say. 

Mr. Mackenzie, chairman of the mun- 
icipal 4 “4 sien 
the” advai industries ccn- 
cernod to the city, but the piace of 
exemption should be left exclusively in 
the hands of the ratepayers. We cited 
that the law in this respect required 
petitions and a bylaw supported by a 
two-third vote of the ratepayers, Un- 
less the House had evidence that the ma- 
jority of the ratepayers of Calagry were 
in favor of the terms of the agreement 
the legislature had no right to impose it 
upon them and tie their hands for 20 
years. 

Mr. Telford (Leduc) strongly support- 
ed the amendment to strike out the ra- 
tification clause, 

Review of Negotiations. 

Mr. Cross reviewed the progress of the 
negotiations of the delegates represent- 
ing tho different interests concerned with 
the committee on municipal law. Ilis 
position had always been that a major- 
ity of the ratepayers of Calgary should 


—decide the question of the nature and 


terms of exemption. If a majority of 
the ratepayers of Calgary were not in 
favor of the 20 year or the 15 year ex- 
emption, why should the legislature im- 
pose such an agreement upon the tax- 
payers, 

Mr. Robertson (High River) supported 
the amendment end stated the commit- 
tee had no right to change the agreo- 
ment made between the Calgary council 
and the manufacturers, 

Mr. Woolf declared it was the in- 
alienable right of the ratepayers to de- 
cide the terms of the exemption. He 
supported Mr, Cushing's motion. 

Mr. Moore followed with his usue! per- 
oration, declaring the legislature was 
giving the manufacturers no right but 
the right to pay taxes, which was a vio- 
lation of the primary relations of jus- 
tige between man and man. 

Motion and Amendment. 

D fore the vote was taken Mr. Cross 
ave a lucid explanation of the question, 
defining the motion and the amendment, 
He stated that the Calgary press were in 
favor of the action of the committee on 
manicipal law, in changing the agree- 
ment from 20 to 15 years. He wanted 
to see that the people of Calgary had 
an opportunity of deciding the question 
of exemption. He was in favor of the 
manufacturers bearing a just and fair 
share of the taxes. 

Mr. Riley wanted the whole bill to 
stand over for ratification by popular 
vote, 


How They Voted. 

——Upon division the amendment to strike 
out the ratification clause was carried. 
The vote was as follows, :-—

Mr. Riley at this point made a beau- 
tiful flank movement. He found the

the bill respecting public health, 

Mr. Boyle Protests Against Polluting 


Saskatchewan. 


Mr. Boyle, M.P.P, for Sturgeon, in | 
speaking to the bill, presented petitions | 
from his constituents protesting against 
the pollution of the Saskatchewan river 
and wanted: explicit provision made for 
this. The legislature should make no de- 
lay to prevent the dumping of sewage 
into our streams, which was spreading 
disvase and death among the inhabitants 
who lived in the vicinity of the rivers, 


Preservo Purity of Rivers. 


Up to this date our streams were com- 
paratively pure. It was the sacred duty 
o. the legisiature to maintain their pur- 
ity. Since Edmonton and Strathcona 
had grown to such extensive cities, and 
disposed of their sewage into the Sas- 
katchewan, typhcid was scarcely ever ab- 
sent from the communities that were 
forced to draw their water supply from 
the river. 


Typhoid Traced to Drinking River 
Water, 


Mr, Walker, M.P.P. for Victoria, en- 
dorsed a!l the previous speaker had said. 
Ile presented resolutions from the town 
ot Fort Saskatchewan and the board of 
trade. An outbreak of typhoid fever 
tw years ago in Fort Saskatchewan had 
been traced direcdly .to drinking river 
water, Not one resident of the town 
who used the well water of the town 
hal been stricken with the disease, 


A Chance for the Golden Rule. 


Mr. Walker put in an emphatic pro- 
test against the pollution ef the Sas- 
hatchewan by the cities of Edmonton 
und Stratheona, It was an important 
quvstion to his people, The city cf Ed- 
monton would put up the same kind of 
a kick if a town up the river dumped its 
sewage into the river as Edmonton and 
Strathcona were doing. ’ 

The Premier's Assurance, 

Premier Rutherford said the purity cf 
our streams was a vital question. The 
Mouse should fool indebted to the two 
mombers who had raised the question, 

He remarked that the Public Health 
Act was one of the most important be- 
fore honorable members this session. The 
pollution of rivers by sewage was refer- 
rec to in the bill. If the clause was not 
strong enough they would make it so in 
committee of the whole.

Hospitals ate From the Mines—Medi- 
cal } Officer Blames Insani- 
tary Comdition of Bunk Houses.

Circumstanfes that would seem to bear 
out the statement that the river water 
at Clover Bar is infected with typhoid 
germs, and gonsequently responsible for 
the periodical Aitihemice of typhoid, have 
just been Wrought to the attention of 
the Bulleting 

In the Edmonton public hospital there 
are thirty patients. Of these twenty are 
ill with typhoid, and only two are from 
the city. Tho others are miners. At the 
Edmonton General hospital there are 
fourteen typhoid patients,twelve of whom 
aro from the coal mines. As an evid- 
ence of the fact that it is not the con- 
fining work in the mines which is res- 
sponsible for the outbreak, it may be 
said that oné of these twelve patients is 
a young girl who has been engaged as a 
cook, : 

Down the river at Clover Bar two 
camps of workers lie almost directly op- 
posite, Trem ene—a coal mine camp 
where a staff of 35 workers is usually 
maintained, about 40 cases of typhoid 
have, it is said, been brought in to the 
hospitals of Edmonton within the past 
six months. 

The men mostly drink the river water 


lin this camp, though some water is got 


from a spring a mile away, ond the 
men are warned against. drinking river 
water, 

' Aeross the river out of a camp of 
about 260 mé@n at work on the G. T. P, 
bridge only jfour eases of typhoid have 
arisen since tober Ist. 


In this »p, however, an adequate 
sepply of ring water is brought in 
pipes to ¢ »p, and the men are for- 
bidden, wu nonalty of. instant distmis- 
sal, to dr river water. ¥ 

The caus*t of the typhoid, an author- 
ity on Clover Bar stated to the Bulletin 


is undoubtedly the sewage of Rd- 
monton being emptied direct into the 
Saska‘chewan. And until the sewerage 
is otherwise disposed of the Clover Bar 
mines must be supplied with spring wat- 
ter if human lives are to be protected 
from needless death, 

Ai Clover Bar the depth of water run- 
ning below the ieo is only a foot and a 
half, which is insufficient to carry away 
the contaminating elements of the Ed- 
monton sewage, 

Dr, Irving, medical health officer for 
the city, was interviewed by the Bulle- 
tin and declared that much of the ty- 
phoid at the mines was due to the rotten 
condition in which the workmen live. 

“The bunk houses provided for the men 
are simply uninhabitable from a sani’zry 
point of view,” he said, “and s.eps 
shenld be taken to improve the condi- 
tions. | betieve the provincial health of 
ficey has the subject under his investiga- 
tion, 

“it is these bunk houses, even more 
than the drinking water which is re- 
sponsible for the epidemic, 

“Thore is nothing wrong with the wat- 
er in the city,” the medical health officer 
said ,“and there are very few cases of 
fever here.”

TRAGEDY 
NEAR SASKATOON 


John Corsans’ Body Found on Prairie-- 
Probably Became Lost aud Died 
From Exposure----N.W.M.P,  In- 
vestigating.

Saskatoon, Satk., Mar. 14,—The bo!y 
of amen namei John Coarsan was 
found on the prairie, out in the Hum- 
bolt diztrict, on March 8. Word of the 


unfortunate affair was sent to Sergeant 
Loggin, of the K. N. W. M. P. at Sas- 
katoon yesterday, and today Constables 
Gray and Currie were despatched to 
bring in the remains and make a fuil 
investigation. 

The spot where the body was found 
was somewhere about sixty miles 
southeast of Saskatoon. Coarsan had 
been miasing from his lonely shack 
since January 1, or a) least that wae 
the last day he was sren alive. On 
that day he was noticed passing a coun- 
‘py ttore ‘n the lo ality. The worlcent 
to Sereeant Loggin contains few ce 
tails and came from the Mounted Police 
at Humbolt whe tn turn got the infor- 
mation from a settier. It appears that 
ne'ghbors believe! Coarsan to be lost 
on the prairie, but for weeks could find 
no rk of the missing man.

The question of better terms sor the 
half-breed population was the .ubject of 
a brief but lively discussion in the Legis- 
lature yeat rday afternoon, and « page 
in the history of past events was turned 
up for scrutiny. 

The question was introduced by Mr. 
McKenney, the member for 8t. Albert, 
and seconded by Mr. Bredin, the mem- 
bey for Athabasca, It came up in the 
form of a motion, as follows: 

“In the opinion of this House the half- 
breeds of the province of Alberta are en- 
titled to further consideration at the 
hands ef the Dominion Government in 
the matter of scrip, and we pray there- 
fore that the Federal Government be re- 
quested to institute an inquiry into such 
further claims of the  half-breeds tk 
serip.” 

MEMBER FOR ST. ALBERT. 

Speaking to the motion the member for 
St. Albert said that in order to get an 
idea of the subject it was necessar? to 
have lived here at the time of the trans- 
tes of Prineo Rupert's land from the 
Hudson's Bay Co. to the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, He was cognizant of the fact 
that the Legislature had no jurisdiction 
in the matter, but that the Legislature 
represented every corner and class in the 
province, and a position tekea by the 
House would be regarded as an index of 
public opinion in the province. The half- 
breeds were an important portion of our 
population and entitled to the considera- 
tion of an inquiry. The question was 
not settled in the minds of the half- 
breeds themselves, and he advocated this 
means of obtaining a permanent settle- 
ment of the matter, 

MEMBER FOR ATHABASCA. 

Mr, Bredin said the question affected 
thousands of the people of Alberta. There 
was a feeling abroad that the half-breeds 
were not dealt with fairly. He war dis 
tinctly im favor of an investigation of the 
further claim people. 

HIEBERT SAYS HALF-BREEDS 

HAVE GOT ENOUGH. 
Hiehort opposed the motion and 
declared the halt-breeds of this country 
got all that was coming to them. This 
matter had been up last year and was 
disposed cf. For this Legislature to tell 
the Dominion Government they were 
treating the half-breeds wrongly, was bhe- 
yond its jurisdiction. If they were not 
getting justice it was up to the Pederal 
Government to give if to them. It had 
been claimed by some who had Liberal 
proclivities that these people had been 
unfairly dealt with in the past, but it 
was his opinion they got everything that 
was coming to them. 

HISTORIC GENEROSITY TO 
MINORITIES. 

In reply Mr. MeKennoy said that Mr, 
Hiebert was not in the country at the 
time of the transfer. It had been the 
historic boast of the British crown that 
it always treated minorities generously 
and above suspicion 


CONSERVATIVE BLUNDERING,

w Miniater of Trade and Commerce, 
has before the senate a draft bill for 
estabtishing a system o; state annuities 
in Canada. The measure is or intro- 
duced as a Government proposal, but to 
bring the matter in a tangible shape he. 
fore Parliament and the country, Ut is 
undetatood that the ministe? will, be glad 
to rooeive suggestions and criticisms to 
the ond that when the matter is discus- 
sed in Parliament next year the matur- 
ed public opinion of the proposal will be 
known, The main provisions of the draft 
bill are summarized herewith. 


THE PROPOSALS SUMMARIZED. 

%. Wis Majesty, representing and act- 
ing hy the minister, may, from time to 
time, subject to the provisions of this 
act and of any Order-in-Council, under 
the authority of this act, enter into and 
enforce any contracts whatever which 
may be lawfully made by any person, 
fot the sale of annuities, either imme- 
diate or deferred, and whether condition. 
ed upon the continuance of the life of 
the annuitant or for any certain limited 
terms of vears; such annuities shall be 
chargeable and charged wooo and shall 
be payable and paid out of the fund by 
this Act created and designed “The 
Government Annuities Fund,” 

6400 ANNUITY. 

4. A government annuity shall not be 
made in favor of any person other than 
the actual annuitant, nor for any larger 
amount than four hundred dollars a 
year; the total amount payable by way 
of a government annunity or government 
annuities to any annuitant shall not ex- 
ceed four hundred dollars a year; nor 
shall any government annuity he payable 
ov paid to any annuitant until and un- 
less that annuitant hes reached the age 
o° sixty years, 

5. The minister may refuse to contract 
for any government annuity in any case 
where he is of opinion that there are 
sufficient grounds for refusing so to do, 
NO TRANSFERS ALLOWABLE. 

6. The property and interest of any 
annuitant in any contract for a gov- 
ernment annuity shall not be transfer- 
able, either at law or in equity, and the 
minister shall not receive or be affected 
by notice, however given, or any trust 
affecting any government annuity.

7. The property and interest in any 
contract for a government annuity of 
auy annuitant shall be exempt from 
the operation of law relating to bank- 
ruptey or insolvency, and shall not be 
scized or levied upon by or under the 
process of any court whatever, 
REFUND OF PREMIUMS. 

8. In case of the death of any annuit- 
an‘ before the time at which a gov- 
ernment annuity becomes payable to 
him, all monies paid by him in con- 
sideration of such annuity shall be paid 
to his“ heirs or legal representatis 
with interest thereon at the rate ot 
per cent. per annum. 

® In such cases the provisions of

10, The governor in council may from 
time to time, make regulations not in- 
consistent with this act
